THE WIND 


was blowing hard from the seuth- 
west and fanned the spark into in- 
stant conflagration. The fire swept 
under the house and all over it ina 
few seconds, and never stopped goiug 


until it had eaten its way through the 
town and out into the sagebrush to the 
east. The occupants of the Railroad 
House ran across the plaza to Shaw's 
Hotel. One poor woman in her bare 
feet carrying her nine days eld babe in 
her arms. As the firespread and grew in 
intensity and volume, the wind in- 
creased,and shingles and sparks rained 
down on the portion of the tewn lying 
in its path. Sheets of flying fire 
were torn off the surging mountain, 
and lit blocks away, wrapping them- 
selves around their doomed victims 
with deadly effect. In one hour the 
fire was flying in full viger from Hager- 
man’s corner to the planing mill, ever 
three blocks away, back to Second 
street, and acress the track, taking 1n 
Smith’s Academy of Music, the three 
great warehouses,and the Depot Hotel. 
When the fast train west turned 
the corner of Poor's ranch the sight 
was an appalling ove for Reno passen- 
gers, among whom were M. C. Lake, 
Louie Dean, aud others. The Baptist 
church was throwing up a blaze as 
high as Brother Arnold’s prayers used 
to go, and the smoke was rolling 
up frem the whole south side as 
though all of Reno's sins were. be- 
ing wiped out by a fiery atonement. 
From the other side of the car a 
blaze could be seen between the new 
Catholic school building and the 
GAZETTE office. People nertheast of 
town for miles were showered with 
flying shingles and sparks which set 
fire in & great- many places. James 
Sullivan’s corral and hay barns were 
burned three miles away. At P. J. 
Kelly’s ranch two and a half miles

the fire caught several people in its 
dreadful embrace and probab!y before 
they realized their awful danger, life 
was extinguished, Early in the day 
rumors of great loss of life was flying 
about the streets. It was said at one 
time that Mrs, J. J. Quiun was mis- 
sing; that Dave McFarlaed was se. 
verely burned and Joe Crews fatally; 
that J. L. McFarlin was run through 
with the sharp prong of a fireman's 
ladder; that Mrs. Jehn Beck was 
burned te death and many others hurt 
and killed. Happily all these rumors 
proved to be unfounded or greatly ex- 
agerated except the one concerning 
Mrs Beck, which was only too true. 


THE CHARRED REMAINS 
of the poor old lady were found lying 
near her kitchen stove, an unrecog- 
nizable mass. Later in the day three 
limbless trunks were found lying 
within two or three feet of each 


other in the ashes of Johny Boyd's 
barn in the corner of, the Reno Lum- 
ber companys yard¢d The hands and 
one body remained and their small 
size and the size of the bodies seemed 
to establish the fact that they were 
boys who had crept into the hay to 
sleep. Their names and history will 
probably always remain unknewn. 
Towards evening word came in that a 
body, apparently that of an Iniian, 
had been discovered in the remains of 
Forbes flour mill. So far as heard 
from, these are the only fatalities of 
the awful day, although numberless 
accidents and narrow escapes wccurred 
and nearly everyone who took part in 
the fight got face, hands, hair and 
eyes burred. Many were a)mest 
blinded by the smoke and heat, and 
went to bed in darkened rooms as 
soon as they dared to leave the field. 
A few—may their tribe decrease— 
drank to excess and staggered about

The roof gave way enowgh 
to allow free play for the mass of fire 
which was new rolling the good things 
on Pinniver’s shelves and the valua- 
bles in Fredrick’s show cases under 
its thousand tongues. Free play and 
it went at its work like a youny giant 
at base ball. For hours it kept at its 
work until nothing was left but 
burned brick walls and twisted iron 
doers. D. & B. Lachman’s clothing 
store was in one of tlie finest room: in 
town and the building was supposed 
to be fire proof, but where is the line 
between flamable and inflammable at 
times like that. The thick walls ab- 
sorbed the heat and all inside was 
soon ablaze. Osborne & Shoemaker, 
next door, with two floers and a ware 
house filled with the finest stock o! 
drugs, medicines and fancy articles in

Sweeping and surging, tessed 
and fanned by the fearful wiod which 
never blew so hard in Washoe, the 
fire found its richest feast in the 
stores of Manning, Myers, Abrahams, 
Jamison and Prescott on which Chiel- 
ovich's liquors scemed to pour like oil. 
Bender's and Hammerswith’s traps 
helped the matter a little, and leng 
ufter lighter materials had been di- 
gested the heat came eut from here 
like a gigantic furnace.

THE LOSSES 


cannot be calculated te a nicety to- 
day, but eneugh is known te prove 
that there is nearly half a million of 
loss outside of insurance, which will 
foot up nearly three hundred thous- 
and dollars, Abeut fifty families are 
homeless and there will, no doubt, be 
many who will need assistance. A 
large quantity of bedding and provis- 
ions have already been placed at the 
dispesal of the destitute. In destruc 
tion to property and loss of life, as 
well as in a business point of view, this 
fire far surpasses either of the former 
firesin Reno, Better buildings had 
grewn up and larger transactions were 
carried on. Better stocks of goods 
of all kiads were kept than ever be- 
fore. In addition to this times were 
easier than they are now, and money

The prompt action taken by the 
trustees of our agricultural society in 
tending the relief committee full use 
of their property, suggests to us 
another probable effect "of the fire.

@eunties, it is cheerfully acknow)l- 
edged, and Washoe county has al- 
ways desired that every pertion of the 
state should feel itself interested, and 
_ derived the greatest possible benefits 
‘from the workings of the society. To 

gay that institutions of this order 

has a hard road to travel, is enly to 
admit the experience of every state’ in 
the Unier. Our citizens remembering 
the first days of this organization, and 
knowing how hard it has been to se- 
cure the societies welfare have natur- 
lly felt proud ef the property which 
has grown up about them, and the 
signs, everywhere visible, that the so- 
ciety Was working out good results 
fer the state, Through dark days 
they have followed its fortunes and 
although a state institution in the pub- 
lic sense, its own members have 
shouldered its burdens. After the 
hard times of fhe past year anether 
bour of need was coming for the so- 
ciety, and our citizens were nerving 
themselves for another struggle, sat- 
isfied that the state must at last rec- 
Ognize its legitimate property and 
help to relieve it. The society hus 
never restricted its benefits, but its 
_Tesources have always been limited to 
asection. Its usefulness has always 
*“Deen broad as the state, and the ‘fact 
should be adwitted. Our citizens 
have dene much to build up an _insti- 
tution which is already a source of 
pride. They have always come to its 

rescue in times ef need, and they were 
preparing to rescue it from danger 
ence more. After the disaster of 
yesterday they cannot doso. It is 
simply an impossibility. Shall all 
that has been done go for naught? 
Will the state suffer one of its most 
useful possessions to pass away for 
want of the help whicl: has been too 
long delayed now? We have denewhat 
we ceuld; we would have done more 
but that is new impossible. Let the 
legislature decide whether an earvest 
and unselfish labor like this shall be 
of no avail because some 
scores of henest men and 
worthy citizens find the 
presperity and industry of years swept 
away. We call the immediate and 
earnest attention of our representa- 
tives to this subject. 


SHALL WE INCORPORATE. 


If yesterdays hard experience con- 
veys avy lesson, we sheuld try to 
profit by it, though it may seem like 
a very small needle in an enormous 
haystack. The necessity of incorpora- 
tien is more evident than ever. A 
town government should at once be 
organized, and fire limits established, 
inside ef which ne woeden house 
should be allowed, unless, perhaps red- 
wood houses under certain conditions, 
might be permitted. Stovepipes should 
be inspected, and none allowed to run 
through the roof, and the rubbish 
lying about the alleys should be 
cleaned out mecilessly. The Gazerre 
has been comparatively silent upon 
this important subject for the reason 
that*certaiu members assured us that 
agereral law was to be introduced, 
which weuld permit any town to in- 
corporate. In case of its failure a 
‘special act was te be put through for 
eur benefit. The session is nearing 
its end, and we advise our citizens to 
insist upon this matter without delay. 


A TRUE PROPHET.

FIRST CLASSIN GEOGRAPHY. 


The writer of the clipping which 
we give below from the Daily Stock 
Exchange of San Francisco shews 
a knowledge ef matters out of his 
sight equal to the French journalists 
who occasionally mention Ohio as a 
tewn in the state of Cincinnati, or 
Chicago in the county ef Omaha. He 
says: 7 

“The pretty little town of Reno, 
Nevada—the junction of the Central 
Pacific and Virginia & Truckee rail- 
roads—is in ashes. A fire broke eut 
yesterday merning, while the wind 
was blowing a driving gale, and in 
two hourssthe whole tewn, with the 
ex:e>tion of one or two buildings, 
was an ash heap— a mass of smou!der- 
ing embers. The population have 
thus beea left homeless, and in a 
majority of cases utterly destitute. 
The loss will reach over ene million 
dollars, out of which there does not 
seem to be over two hundred thous- 
and dollars insurance. Reno owed 
its existence to the building ef 
the Central Pacific railway. lt was 
for a short time the eastern termina 
tion ef the read, and before the con- 
struction of the V. & T. was the 
shipping point for Virginia and Car- 
son cities. Of late years the town has 
rather lived on the glory of the past. 
It was the centre of an agricultural 
region of more or less extent, and one 
or two manufacturers had established 
themselves there. We doubt if the 
town will be rebuilt as before. There 
will continue to be a settlement there 
for it is the junction of two railroads, 
but as an important town the days of 
Reno are probably over.” 

‘‘With the exception ef one or two 
buildings” is good. “The glory of the 
past” on which we have been living of 
late years,seems to be pretty good fod- 
der. The town has grown two hun- 
dred per cent. on it in the last four or 
tive years. It is well that we are 
still to have a “settlement” here as it 
might be bad for the four -or five 
thousand people who own houses and 
do business here if the Steck Report 
decided that it did not desire any 
“settlement.” Wehad an idea that 
Reno owed its existence in part to the 
two hundred squaremilesoffine farming 
lands in which it lies; to the business 
of Washee county of which it is the 
capital; to the Comstock lode which 
draws upon it for many of its sup- 
plies; tothe country north for two 
hundred miles for which it is the 
depot; to the timber belt up and 
down the Truckee river and one or 
twe ether little advantages which it 
possesses over Colfax and Palisade. 


INSIST ON YOUR RIGHTS. 


We are informed that one or two 
insurance companies have raised ob- 
jections te claims made against them 
by men who have paid them money 
in good faith for policies, If any 
company tries to take advantage of 
people here who have lost their prop- 
erty, we hope they will make the 
facts public, and we offer them free 
use of the GazeTre for the purpose. 
We would faver the creation of a fund 
to be devoted to the collection of all 
just claims against such companies. 
There are probably very few agents 
who would crawl out of such a small 
hole as a legal’ technicality, but there 
are some, and we wouid give them law 
eneugh te spoil the profits. There 
are some of our citizens who are new 
too poor to prosecute their claims, 
and they shonld not be imposed upon. 
If a fund is found necessary, the 
relief committee may perhaps do 
something, and all who are able, wil! 
give a little. The GazerrE is willing 


to help. 


AN EVENTFUL CAREER. 
Ex-governor Hartraoft. of Pennsyl 
vania, has had an unusual Career as a 
politician. He was elected to the 
gubernatorial seat by a scratch, by the 
Republican party, with a large part of 
which he was intensely unpopular. 
Before his term expired, however, he 
completely turned the tide, and be- 
came as great a favorite as he was hate- 
ful before. At Cincinnati he received 
quite a respectable vote for the presi- 
dential candidacy. Since that time 
he has been appointed postmaster at 
Philadelphia, and is now talked of for 
sheriff of the county. That office will 
render him independent ef politics 
for life. The enormous fees of such 
effices ought to attract better men 
than have songh them heretofore. A 
few such candidates as Gov. Hartranft 
would create a new fashion among 
statesmen, and the fat offices might be 
kept asa reward for the worthy, in- 
stead of being captured by the mul-

It has 
suffered in the past frem conflagra- 
tions, but has always managed to 
emerge from the disasters with 
strenger and more lasting foundations 
than befors.. The last large fire at 
Reno destroved the querter im which 
the Chinese were located. The citi- 
zene cauld well have dispensed with 
the presence of the Mongolians, but 
as it was the centre of considerable 
trade, the Chinese seen rebuilt, al- 
thengh in @ different location. This 
fire is the most trying erdeal threvgh 
which the citizens of Rene have pass- 
ed. The destruetion of property for 
a city ef ite sise is immerse, but since 
Rene is a natural site fer a city, there 
is every reason for its people to take 
courage ond rebuild. 

There is no part ef Nevada which 
offers a better site for a trade centre. 
It is in the midat ef the rich agricul- 
tural district known as the Washee 
It is the base of.supply for 
the Pyramid mining district, which is 
gradually growing in importaace. 
Reno ie aleo at the junction ef the 
Virginia and Truckes and the entra! 
Pacific railroads. But perhaps the 
most valuable of all the advantages | 
which Reno posseses is its position on 
the Truckee river. The water power 
of the river at that peint cffers every 


opportunity for the establishment «ef 
manufacturing enterprises. Although 
but little use has been made of the 
water power up te the present 
time, there was a prespect on 
foot fer the erection of a woelen mill 
there. It is also in centemplation by 
the Central Pacific railroad to make 
Rene their headquarters for repairs, 
etc., on that portion of the road east 
ef the Sierra Nevada. The popula- 
tion of Reno is near upon 5000, and 
its business enterprise is seen in the 
fact that it supports two daily papers 
—the Nevada State Journal and the 
Rene GaZzerre.

[THE SELF-COVERNED MAN. 


Synopsis ef a Sermon to Young Men. 


[BY REV. MR. BATEMAN.) 


“He that ruleth his spirit is better than he 
that taketh acity."’ Proverbs, xiv, 32. 


Selomon knew full well the weight 
ef these words, surrounded § as he 
was, by all the wealth of an oriental 
monarch, and beset at every tura with 
all the delicacies that pamper the ap- 
petites of sensuous man. He knew 
that a warrior loaded with the spoils 
of victory and bailed as a hero, was 
nothing compared to the humble me- 
nial who had his spirit under subjec- 
tion. He was aware that although he 
ruled the greatest kingdem on earth, 
in wealth, the man who had conquered 
his spirits was more to be praised, for 
the spirit of self, the propensities of 
the body, are dominions which are al- 
most uncenquerable within thein- 
selves. But when once conquered, 
man is raised above the contaminating 
influences of vice and sin. 

THE PRINCIPLE OF INDIVIDUALISM. 


Men are separate and distinct beings. 
In feelings, in thoughts, in emotions, 
each man is alone. We, to a very 
great extent, make ourselves in this 
life. Individualism is a principle 


which pervades all nature. The tiny 
spear ef grass which springs from the 
mother earth stands alene, draws its 
nourishment from the soil, and per- 
forms its own part in makieg upSthe 
The sparkiing dew 
drops. just kissed by the merning sun, 
is an individuality. The myriads of 
stars which sparkle as electric candles 
in the dume of heaven are composed 
of individual orbs. It is thus with 
the buman race. Each being is placed 
here to perform his part in the great 
drama of life. It rests wholly with 
him whether he will play it manfully 
and well, or stand as a mere cringing 
pygwy, while the rush and jar goes on 
around him. Heis the architect of 
his future destiny. Will he grow to 
his full hight morally, intellectually, 
and physically, or will he become a 
secial dwarf? The power lies within 
him to approximate to the great Ideal, 
or degenerate into the groveling dolt. 
Either course will bring a reward, but 
which reward will be the greater ? 
** Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap.” 

When we behold a man of sterling, 
industrieus habits playing his part in 
life with vigor—whether he wields the 
pen at the desk, or the sledge at the 
anvil, whether he be dressed accord. 
ing to the mest approved fashion of 
the day, or in the brownest homespun— 
we} bow in respectful deference before 
him. Self-gevernment is the exercise of 
moral power, and implies a correct 
conceptien of life. We must ascertain 
for what purpose we were put into this 
world. Now is the time to act, when 
we are in the strength of early man- 
hood—in the full possession of all our 
faculties. An aim we must have if we 
would make life a success. There are 
yourg men wno walk the streets of our 
town to-day, who have no real 


PURPOSE IN LIFE 
but are constantly looking for “sume- 
thing to turn up.”” But looking will 
accomplish nothing. Would we eul- 
tivata a field, we must put in the 


plow with vur hands and turn the 
soilup and over. We might look at 
it till doomsday and the field would 
never cultivate itself. Would we 
have tho times better we must make 
them better, and not allow the times 
te make us. The purpose that will 
not yield is the purpose that will 
win. The men of one idea in this 
day and age are the men whose influ- 
enco wiil be felt so ‘‘long as the earth 
bears 5 plant er the sea rolls a wave.” 
Especially is it the duty of the young 
men to stand forth with a high and 
noblo purpose when our country is 
lifting its forty millien voices for re- 
form and better men in every calling 
and vocatien. Ourday will mot ad- 
mit ef fencemen; either enlist in the 
ranks of progress or be thrust out and 
take what comes. But to be mea in 


the highest and best sence, certain re- | 


quirements are to be fullfilled. 
LET US TAKE CARE OF OUR BODIES. 
The health of the physical organiza- 
tion is a prerogative not te be de- 


spised, and upon that must we de- 
nd to avery great extent te carry 
orward the aims and purposes of ex- 
istence. But physical power does not 
stand above the méntal and moral 
powers. On the contrary, it is subor- 
dinate te them. The muscles are the 
settings of the brain—what the set- 
tings are to the jewel the muscics are 
to the brain. Destrey the jewel and 
the settings are worthless—rob a 
man of the powers ef brain and he is 
amano nemere. He may have the 
strength of a Hercules, but it is ef no 
service te him. ‘ The -physical organ- 
ization is very necessary for our com- 
fort and happiness but it dees net 
take the place of the other constitu- 
ent elements ef manhood. 
THE SECOND 18 BRAIN OR MIND CUL- 
TURE. 


To be men we must be students. 


Not because we are going to be minis- | 


ters, er physicians, er lawyers, but be- 
cause we are going to be men. There 
is scarcely any excuse for a man being 
age in this day ef public schoels. 

ery little excuse for being ignerant 


of the laws of the land, and certainly 


an excuse for being ignorant of the 
grandest book on earth—the Bible. A 
book that reveals the most perfect 
specimen of manhood the world has 
ever seen, deserving ef our closest at- 
tentien. But after the physical and 
intelletual culture have been cunsid- 
ered, the greatest yet remains, viz. : 


HEART CULTURE. 

The braia, which is the seat of the 
mind, cannot get along withont the 
body. The body is useless witheut 
the brain, and both ate useless with- 


the heart. Let us then educate our 
physical organisms for our brains, our 
brains for our hearts, our hearts for 
humanity. We have spiritual natures 
which must be cultivated, aud we ask 
you, asd indeed plead with you, te ac- 
Cept of the religion of Jesus Christ, 
the yeung man’s friend. It is a reli- 
gion that will enable you to develop 
the great possibilities which lie within 
yourselves ; itis a religion that will 
put a man in possession of himself, 
and fit him for honer and immortality.

Harris and others. Their sympathetic 
grasp and words of cheer were very 
yrateful to the tired and discouraged 
men who had been through such a 
hard experience just before. All the 
Visiters manitested a desire to be use- 
ful and requested parties to let them 
know what could be done to alleviate 
suffering. Early in the day Sam 
Davis, of the Virginia Chronicle, ar- 
rived on horseback and spent the fore- 
noon indistributing coffee to the work- 
ing throng out of a big tin bucket. 


THE NEWS IN VIRGINIA 
created a feeling of the deepest sym- 
pathy which resulted in a mass meet- 
ing called by Mayor Belknap to meet 
at 2:30 at the city hall. At the ap- 
pointed hour the room was full and 
the meeting called to order.

The Burning of Mrs, Beck. 

Was one ofthe curious and horri- 
ble incidents of the holacaust. Old 
Mother Beck, as she was called, was 4 
noted character in Reno. She and her 
husband kept alittle store on Com- 
mercial Row, opposite the Pollard 


‘house, and were celebrated for their 


sharp trades and grasping natures, 
It appears that her death was the 
direct result ef this trait. At the 
time the alarm was given the fire 
was more than two blocks distant 
trom her stere, but her desire to save 
her posessions prerented her frem 
making her escape, which she could 
have easily done. Her husband says 
she and himself kept at work until the 
flames reached the house when he ran 
out, calling her to fellow. Instead of 
runving out she called him te come 
back and get something. That was 
the last of ber alive. Her charred 
remains were found in the ruins, just 
about where her husband had seen her 
last. She was a native of Erfurt, 
Saxony, ard aged about 70 years.

Joe Crews, of Crews & Illidge, was 
very seriously burned in the Opera 
House Billiard Parlors, which the 
firm had just furnished in magoifi- 
cent style. A GazeTTE reporter visit- 
ed Mr. Crews to-day and learned from 
him the particulars of the accident. 
At the alarm Mr. Crews ran to the 


saloon and seon saw the danger that 
threatened his property. He then 
went to work with a will, te save 
what he could. He passed a large lot 
ef wines, liquors and cigars out of 
the back door, and was surprised in 
the midst of his work by the flames. 
Seeing that it was time to leave, Joc 
still thought he could return for some 
valuable papers which still remained. 
He made his errand as quickly as pos- 
sible, but upon reaching the middle 
of the room he feund the heat to be 
intense. The fiames were already 
consuming the front part, and the 
back entrance was hidden partially by 
a volume of smeke. Mr. Crews, half 
sufficated by the smoke, still thought 
it best to seek evress by the back door. 
Upon penetrating the smoke, however, 
he was blinded and fell over a billiard 
table. He then determined that he 
must through the fiames or be 
burned in the building. Placing his 
hands over his face, he made the dash 
and succeeded in reaching the side- 
walk, only to fall again upoa a blaz- 
ing woodpile. He was rescued from 
this furnace by Suoderland’s foreman. 
Mr. Crews is very severely burned 
about the head, neck and upper part 
ef his body. It is doubly cruel that

The result of this investigation proves 
beyond all doubt that the Hall safe 
manufactured in Cincinnati, O., is the 
most reliable safe represerted. There 


were safes from half a dozen different 
manufactories iv the fire and their con- 
tents were in all stages between a 
scorch and utter ruin. Some had to 
be blown open, others cut te pieces 
with chisels; seme were a mass of 
broken plaster and warped plates. 
Others seemed sound on the outside 
while within there was nothing saved, 
Some lost knobs, others had the com- 
bination completely upset. In every 
case the Hall’s safe apened without 
a hammer or chisel and the con- 
{ents were wholly untouched. 
County treasurer’s safe (Hall’s) lay in a 
mass Of combustibles upon which a 
stream of burning oil was runniog for 
eighteen hours, andas some of it 
cooled off Mr. Boyd opened it with- 
out the least hesitation and the con- 
tents were as good as new.

make a struggle to get the state te 
adopt the society as a state institution 
and appropriate money to carry it on. 
We have been told that the society 
would relinquish all claim to their 
very valuable property if the state 
would pay a small debt which rests 
over it, and accept the responsibility 
of future operations. There will be 
n« loss involved as it is self-sustaining 
were it not for the debts.

A CRUEL AND THOUTGHLES3 
CHARGE. 


The Rene fire department turned 
eut in full force within seven minates 
of the first alarm, and had the hand 
engine throwing water not five min- 
utes later. The steamer got a stream 
onto Morris 'Ash’s saloon within nine 
minutes of the alarm, The com- 
pany consists of thirty-five regular 
members, not one of whom was 
under the infiuence ef liquor at the 
time during the day. Hank Rkodes, 
the foreman, went blind from heat 
and smoke about eight o'clock in the 
morning and went home, Herman 
Thyes was then in full charge and, 
with Lisle Jamison as assistant, 
fought the fire with the bravery of 
Spartans. Thyes stood by the lose 
and directed the streams until 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and left then only 
because he was too blind te see. He 
had had neither breakfast nor lunch. 
Mrs. McNeely carried around coffee 
to the boys, which tasted in their 
poor parched throats, like divine nec- 
tor. Lisle Jamison went home at 2 
o'clock and get a bite after which he 
returned, Nick Hammersmith was 
om hand and got the hair on his face 
badly singed at the Granger store. 
Not one in ten of the crowds who 
worked so hard all day gota meal. 
The engine pumped the cistern in 
front of the Gazertre office dry three 
times, when it gave out and the hose 
was run to the ditches. To say as the 
Virginia Chronicle does that: “When 
Commercial Row, from Sierra to Vir- 
ginia street, became a mass of flames 
the tiremen became utterly demoral- 
ized. Dozens of men were rushing 
from place to place, giving contradic- 
tory orders, and the Chronicle reperter 
saw men with flremen’s hats on, drunk 
as early as 7 o'clock. It is claimed, 
however, that men not connected 
with the department got firemen’s 
hats and wore them. « Such may 
have been the case.” is a cruel and 
base slander. There isno truth io 
this report.

The 
tertures endured while dying slowly 
from pain and exposure must have 
been unspeakable, and the pangs of 
bodily pain were enly part of the 
punishment, The,most publie' places 
were chosen for the cruel execution 
and no ceremony or privacy was used. 
It seems the reverse was the case. 
The hoodlum crowds were § encour- 
aged to hang around the scene, tor- 
menting, upbraiding and malterating 
the crimina's. The _ bload-stained 
face and hands, the dirty feet and un- 
kempt hair, the ugly mugs, the clotted 
blood oezing out of unwashed wounds, 
the piteous cries and prayers for 
death, the moans of widewed women 
and orphaned children at the foot of 
the cross all furnished food for sport 
to the heartless spectators. The very 
name of this machine must have been 
loathsome to those familiar with its 
fearful associations. The morbid re- 
pugnance of this generation to the 
rope and all of its accessories sur- 
rounded as it is with all the dignity 
oflawisa hint of the feeling the 
cross would inspire nowadays. Not- 
withstanding all the disagreeable sur- 
reundings the cress has been satisfied 
by the sacrifice made upon it and has 
been adopted as asymbol of the de- 
votion..and earnestness of Jesus 
Christ, What nations bow dewn and 
worship it as tbe incarnation ef the 
idea of christianity. Ladies wear it 
on their necks and bosoms as an orna- 
ment, without asseciating it with any 
of its real significancies. The cross 
of the nineteenth century is 4 very 
different matter frum that of the 
first.
